Schools. Advocate says 
leaked memo showing 
Catholic trustees are 
against any legislation 
on gay-straight alliances 
draws ‘a line in the sand' 


Provincial Catholic school trust¬ 
ee representatives believe any 
form of legislation to support 
gay-straight alliances would 
intrude on their rights and is 
unnecessaiy, according to the 
contents of a leaked internal 
memo. 

The document, which Met¬ 
ro confirmed with multiple 
sources, was drafted by the 
Alberta Catholic Schools Trust¬ 
ees’ Association (ACSTA), was 
deemed “veiy disheartening” 
by one LGBTQ. advocate in an 
interview Thursday, especially 
after what he described as years 
of attempts to work with separ¬ 
ate school officials. 

“What this document really 
does is draw a line in the sand,” 
said Dr. Kris Wells, co-director 
of the Institute for Sexual Min¬ 
ority Studies and Services at the 
University of Alberta. “It shows 


that the Catholic school trust¬ 
ees are not prepared to move. 
So, the ball is squarely in the 
government’s court.” 

The memo outlines a series 
of historical developments and 
position statements that use 
the provincial Education Act as 
evidence. 

“The Alberta Act clearly de¬ 
lineates responsibilities of the 
various levels of government,” 
reads one portion. “Intruding 
on these rights is a slippeiy 
slope and diminishes the roles 
and responsibilities of trustees.” 

The memo goes on to state 
the act contains the “strongest 
anh-bullying language in Can¬ 
ada,” and that “no additional 
legislation is necessaiy.” 

Debate of gay-straight alli¬ 
ances dominated the tail-end of 
Alberta’s fall legislative session 
after the Alberta Liberals intro¬ 
duced Bill 202, which required 
schools to support students 
wishing to create the peer sup¬ 
port groups. 

The ruling Progressive Con¬ 
servatives then upended that 
offering with Bill 10, one that 
would mandate support for 
a GSA but not necessarily on 
school property.

Bus reroutes 
scheduled for 
endof April 

As downtown construction 
continues, city planners 
are gearing up to launch 
eight bus route changes by 
the end of April to accom¬ 
modate the construction. 

According to city of¬ 
ficials, routes 1, 2, 5, 52, 

88,109,135 and 309 will 
all be rerouted starting 
April 26. 

“The change is perma¬ 
nent. (The reroutes) are 
for the closure of 102A 
Avenue in the Quarters 
and it also relates to the 
upcoming closure of 102 
Avenue through all of 
downtown core,” says 
Andrew Gregoiy, senior 
transit planning engineer 
with the city. 

Specific bus route chan¬ 
ges will be made available 
in early March, with no 
more than a one or two 
block change expected 
for the eight reroutes, 
Gregoiy says. 

Route numbering chan¬ 
ges to three Mill Woods 
night routes will also hap¬ 
pen, with bus numbers 75, 
76, 77 changing to routes 
361, 362, 363 so that “it 
frees up 70 numbers” for 
additional service in the 
Summerside area coming 
aboard within the next 
two years. 

“We always try to have 
an area be in the same 
group (numbers). For 
example, all of Riverbend 
and Terwillegar is in the 
30s,” he says. 

That’s why the city has 
also decided to consolidate 
routes 5 and 135 to just 
route 5 to make it simpler 
for riders who can enjoy 
the schedule of both 
routes under one number, 
Gregoiy says.

Alberta Health Services 
to cut down on expenses

Alberta’s health-care author¬ 
ity announced “aggressive” 
new cost-cutting measures 
Thursday in an attempt to 
reduce spending before the 
province drops its latest 
budget. 

Thanks to a dramatic drop 
in oil prices, Alberta Health 
Services (AHS) CEO Vickie 
Kaminski said the department 
was directed by the Ministry 
of Health to cut expenses. 

By rolling back spending 
on severance pay, sick days, 
cellphone bills and travel 
for AHS employees, Kamin¬ 
ski said the organization is 
hoping to put a dent in the

ince’s spending pie.” 

“We haven’t quantified it. 
We are looking to maximize 
our savings,” she said, noting 
the amount of savings should 


will be launching a new 
travel program next week 
to better track and report 
costs associated with 
travelling. 


• Contract negotiations 
were also affected by the 
cost containments, with 
AHS retracting an initial 
one-per cent salary in¬ 
crease for the next three 
years and have tabled a o 
per cent pay increase. 


be known by March. 

Along with curbing the 
hiring of new staff and con¬ 
sultants, AHS has trimmed 
the number of VPs from 80 
to 11, removing an additional 
13 senior leader classification 
positions and cutting another 
three. 

The organization is also 
hoping to cutback on sever¬ 
ance costs by implementing 
stronger performance man¬ 
agement policies. 

Between 2011 and 2014, 
AHS paid $28 million in sever¬ 
ance, paying $3.5 million in 
the current fiscal year. 

Kaminski said the sever¬ 
ance spending was the “most 
disconcerting” of all expenses 
and said there are big oppor¬ 
tunities to save money. 

Cellphone costs are an¬ 


other expense AHS is plan¬ 
ning on cutting back. Over an 
18-month period, AHS paid 
$825,000 in bills, prompting 
it to launch a new policy to 
limit roaming charges. 

Sick leave will also be 
under review. Annually, it 
costs AHS $190 million to 
cover sick leave costs. Man¬ 
agers have been prompted to 
review staff absentees in an 
effort to limit that cost. 

NDP health critic David 
Eggen said AHS’s discretion- 
aiy might not be enough to 
save the province from ex¬ 
pected budget cuts. 

“We already know our 
frontline workers, delivery of 
services is stretched veiy far,” 
he said. “I’m very concerned 
about what the next layer 
that will be cut.”

Finance Minister Robin 
Campbell announced a new 
online survey Thursday that 
asks Albertans where they 
think the province should cut 
or what taxes it should hike. 

Campbell said the dramat¬ 
ic drop in oil prices has to be 
managed. 

“We’re facing a 15 per cent 
loss in our revenues and that 


is equal to our entire educa¬ 
tion budget,” he said. 

The survey asks about a 
possible sales tax, which the 
province estimates would 
bring in $1 billion per percent¬ 
age point. 

Campbell said even though 
the government doesn’t sup¬ 
port the idea, he wants to hear 
what Albertans have to say. 

“I serve the people of the 
province. I need to know what 
they’re thinking.”

City set to close down 
beloved skating pond 


Recreation. Family 
surprised by municipal

A small pond rink in a city 
park has a date with destruc¬ 
tion after city crews deemed 
it unsafe, much to the cha¬ 
grin of a local family. 

Daniel Aire said his kids 
were delighted to find the 
naturally-occurring rink in 
Giovanni Caboto Park last 
week. He said he raised the 
idea of creating a small rink 
with the city last year and 
when it naturally formed, 
he sent images to the city to 
show it was possible. 

Aire said he was shocked 
by the city’s response — that 
the rink had to go.

“Why not work with us it was just a very bureaucratic 
and tiy to make it feasible? response,” he said. 

But they didn’t go there at all, The ice patch is about four 


metres wide and five metres 
long, and Aire said it formed 
after the recent warm spell 
ended. 

“Our kids were loving it. 
There were other kids using 
it,” he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he has asked administra¬ 
tion about the issue, but he 
doesn’t think the city went 
out of its way to close the 
rink. 

“I don’t think it’s our prac¬ 
tice or our policy to find ways 
to rain on people’s parades,” 
he said. 

He also said he has never 
heard of a rink forming nat¬ 
urally like this. 

“It’s almost miraculous,” 
he said. 

Doug Costigan, with the 
city, confirmed the rink 
would be coming out and 
pointed out there’s a com¬ 
munity rink just two blocks 
away. He said it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter how the rink got there; it 
needs to come out. 

“Whether it was formed 
naturally or unnaturally, it’s 
still unsafe.”

Injunction sought to 
drive liber off the road 



Ride-sharing. Despite 
both sides expressing

The city is seeking a court 
injunction to pull ride-share 
company Uber off the road. 

City officials filed the in¬ 
junction request in the Court 
of Queen’s Bench on Thurs¬ 
day and are asking the court 
to prevent the company from 
offering its service in Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Scott Maclcie, branch man¬ 
ager of current planning, said 
the city welcomes new and 
innovative companies, but 
they can’t ignore the insur¬ 
ance and other issues. 

“It’s not reasonable to al¬ 
low any service to operate 
that poses a risk to the pub¬ 
lic,” he said. 

In addition to an order de¬ 
claring the company is oper¬ 
ating illegally, the city wants 
an order preventing it from 
recruiting drivers, registering 
new accounts or advertising 
or promoting its service. 

They also want the com¬ 
pany to post any successful 
injunction on its website 
and send it to all drivers and 
users. 

In an affidavit as part 
of the injunction, licens¬ 
ing director Garry Dziwen- 
lca said the city is having 
trouble ticketing Uber driv¬ 
ers individually and needs 


the injunction. 

“When city enforcement 
staff register user accounts 
and request Uber rides, those 
accounts are de-activated by 
Uber as soon as it identifies 
that those accounts lead to 
charges,” he wrote. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
the city has an obligation to 
step in because of the com¬ 
pany’s insurance and safety 
issues. 

“It would be reckless of 
us to not do an injunction, 
because we would knowingly 
be saying , ‘Ride at your own 


risk,”’ he said. 

Maclcie said even with the 
injunction, the city is open 
to talking to Uber about a 
proposed bylaw that would 
regulate their operation in 
the city. He noted Edmonton 
is the only city to attempt to 
work with ride-share com¬ 
panies. Uber spokesman Xavi¬ 
er Van Chu said the company 
wants to work with the city 
as well, but the injunction is 
disappointing. 

“We remain committed 
to work with them to find 
solutions,” Chu said. “It is

unfortunate, however, that 
despite the vocal support of 
over 8,000 Edmontonians, 
the city has decided to spend 
taxpayer dollars on legal 
action.” 


SPCA investigating Alberta reptile zoo 


Alberta SPCA officials were 
on scene at a Drumheller- 
area reptile zoo that was 
already facing potential clos¬ 
ure due to funding struggles. 

Roland Lines, spokesman 
for the organization, con¬ 
firmed that investigators ar¬ 
rived at Reptile World Wed¬ 
nesday with a search warrant 
after a report from a member 
of the public citing “animal 
welfare concerns.” 

Lines said an investigation 
was ongoing, but it would 
likely be a week or more be¬ 
fore more information would 
be released.

“This situation is definite¬ 
ly complicated in that this is 
a zoo,” Lines said. “It special¬ 
izes in reptiles that have very 


particular needs for their 
care and handling.” 

Reptile World has oper¬ 
ated for nearly 26 years and 
is billed as “Canada’s largest 
live reptile exhibit.” 

Earlier this week in an 
interview, founder Dave Be¬ 
thel said he currently has 
more than 220 animals on 
display, including “local am¬ 
phibians, frogs, a 600-pound 
alligator, salamanders, py¬ 
thon and boas ... we’ve got 
everything.” 

But the facility the zoo 
operates in is in desperate 
need of repair, Bethel said at 


the time. The roof leaks and 
some exhibits needed up¬ 
grading. 

Bethel couldn’t immedi¬ 
ately be reached for com¬ 
ment Thursday morning. 

Lines wouldn’t say wheth¬ 
er any animals had been re¬ 
moved from Reptile World, 
but said two specialists had 
been called in to assess Be¬ 
thel’s reptiles. 

If the SPCA does proceed 
with seizing the animals, 
Lines has already said finding 
new homes for the reptiles 
could prove challenging.

Grade 6 achievement 
tests to continue 
through 2016 

When it comes to provincial 
tests, it appears even school 
administrators can’t come up 
with the right answer. 

Alberta Education did 
advise Thursday that Alberta 
school boards will be required 
to press ahead with controver¬ 
sial Grade 6 provincial achieve 


ment tests (PATs) this year. 

Originally, the plan was 
to have those students turn 
to online Student Leaning 
Assessments in the fall, but a 
trial of the same tests at the 
Grade 3 level this past fall was 
marred in computer glitches 
and teacher frustration. Even 
still, it was believed school 
boards would have the option 
of whether to proceed with 
the Grade 6 versions of the 
controversial PATs. 

A letter from Calgaiy Board 
of Education senior officials to 


principals Wednesday — one 
that was obtained by Metro — 
informed principals that the 
PATs would not be written. 

“We believe this decision is 
right for students ... it de-em- 
phasizes their performance on 
a single test,” read the letter. 

But a note on the CBE’s 
website Thursday afternoon 
said the organization was 
advised by the province that 
the tests would move ahead 
not only in 2015, but again 
in 2016. The move likely sig¬ 
nalled a longer trial of the SLAs 


for Grade 3 students. The tests 
are also to be introduced at the 
Grade 9 level at some point. 

Alberta Education spokes¬ 
woman Tamara Magnan said 
the ministry remains “com¬ 
mitted to fully implementing 
new SLAs in the early grades, 
but removing or suspending 
the current achievement tests 
in the absence of a reasonable 
alternative would remove an 
important method of public 
assurance that the education 
system is performing well.”

U of A students get

Students at the University of 
Alberta will test their hiding 
skills Friday, as more than 2,000 
participants gather to break the 
world record for largest hide- 
and-seek game. 


Adam Pinlcoski, of the U of 
A’s Hide and Seek Club, said the 
planning for the event has been 
in the works for months. 

According to the rules 
stipulated by Guinness World 
Records, one person will play 
the seeker, while around 
2,000 people hide, Pinlcoski 
explained. 

Participants will have five 
minutes to hide anywhere 
within the Van Vliet Complex 
and 55 minutes to make their 
way to the Butterdome. 

Unlike other hide-and-seek 
games held by the club, Pinlc- 


oslci said Friday’s event will 
have a lone seeker, making 
it hard to predict how many 
hiders will be found. 

“It’s really hard to tell how 
many people are going to be 
caught,” he said. “Based on 
the numbers and the sheer 
size of the area, I’m expecting 
probably between 100 and 200 
people getting caught,” he said. 

Student union president 
William Lau will be the lone 
seeker and called the event a 
great way to bring the com¬ 
munity together. 

The current record is held 


by a group of textile companies 
in China, where 1,437 people 
participated. 

This isn’t the first record- 
breaking event at University of 
Alberta. In 2012, the Student 
Union broke the record for the 
largest dodgeball tournament, 
with 4,979 staff, students and 
alumni playing in the Butter- 
dome.

Woman detained 
in China released; 
husband still jailed 

China’s Foreign Ministry says 
a Canadian woman detained 
with her husband on suspi¬ 
cion of stealing state secrets 
has been released on bail. 

Ministry spokesman 
Hong Lei said Thursday that 
Juba Garratt was released 
while the case remains 
under investigation. 

She and her husband 
Kevin were detained on 
Aug. 4 by the state security 
bureau in China’s northeast¬ 


ern city of Dandong, which 
borders North Korea. 

Hong said both have been 
charged with stealing secrets 
and spying, and Kevin Gar¬ 
ratt has been moved from 
residential surveillance to 
the more serious status of 
criminal detention. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper had discussed the 
plight of the Canadian 
couple during a visit to 
China last November. 

Their son Simeon said 
at the time that he feared 
the Canadian government 
wasn’t putting enough 
pressure on the Chinese to 
release his parents.

New Brunswick. Arrest 
made in python deaths 


The man who owned the py¬ 
thon that killed two young boys 
in New Brunswick in August 
2013 has been arrested in the 
case, his lawyer said Thursday. 

Leslie Matchim said Jean- 
Claude Savoie was arrested 
Thursday by police in the Mont¬ 
real area but he doesn’t know 
what charge or charges his 
client may face. 

Savoie moved from Camp- 
bellton, N.B., where the boys 
died, to live in the Montreal 
area, Matchim said. 

“It certainly by no means 
was any attempt to evade any¬ 
thing,” Matchim said in an 
interview. “I’ve mentioned on 


several occasions in my deal¬ 
ings with the police where he 
is located.” 

Earlier Thursday, the RCMP 
said a person was arrested and 
is in custody in Quebec. Cpl. 
Chantal Farrah said no charges 
have been laid but the investi¬ 
gation is ongoing. 

Noah Barthe, 4, and his six- 
year-old brother Connor were 
found dead on Aug. 5, 2013, 
after an African rock python 
escaped its enclosure inside 
Savoie’s apartment where they 
were staying for a sleepover. 

The 4.3-metre-long python 
asphyxiated the boys, autopsies

Don Iveson 
joins big-city 
mayors to talk 

funding hopes 

Mayor Don Iveson returns to a 
session during the Big Cities Sum¬ 
mit hosted by the Federation of 
Canadian Municipalities in Toronto 
on Thursday. The 18 mayors in at¬ 
tendance hope to leverage a loom¬ 
ing federal election into billions 
of dollars worth of commitments 
from Ottawa. While the mayors 
would not as a group be looking 
to endorse a particular party, they 
weren’t shy about wanting to see 
their needs attended to. Big cities 
account for about two-thirds of the 
country’s population, they noted, 
and nearly half of the country’s 
federal ridings — 142 seats — are 
in large urban centres.

Top court to release 
ruling on right to die 


Medicine. Landmark 
case could have far- 
reaching consequences 


The countiy’s top court is re¬ 
leasing what could be a monu¬ 
mental decision Friday on the 
right of the terminally ill to end 
their lives — a ruling that could 
have implications for Canada’s 
aging population as well as doc¬ 
tors and politicians. 

The case has pitted the fed¬ 
eral government against the 
Province of Quebec, divided 
doctors and forced religious 
groups to face off against pa¬ 
tients on the verge of dying. 

Observers on both sides of 
the debate agree on little, ex¬ 


cept for the three possible out¬ 
comes. 

The moral, legal and politic¬ 
al debates were reignited by the 
case of an 89-year-old woman 
with a degenerative spinal con¬ 
dition who travelled to Switzer¬ 
land in 2010 to do something 
she could not do at home in 
Vancouver: end her life under 
medical supervision with the 
counsel, comfort and assistance 
of her family. 

Kay Carter’s daughter, Lee, 
brought the case before the 
courts in British Columbia and 
convinced a provincial court 
judge that a law making it a 
crime to help someone com¬ 
mit suicide is a violation of 
the Charter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms. 


Possible outcomes 


• Judges maintain ban on 
end-of-life options. 


• Judges reverse ban on 
end-of-life options, for¬ 
cing a revision of Crim¬ 
inal Code laws dealing 
with murder and aiding 
or counselling suicide. 


• A split ruling to allow as¬ 
sisted suicide but uphold 
the euthanasia ban. 


The decision, overturned on 
appeal, has snaked its way up 
to the Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada, where the controversial 


question of euthanasia, assisted 
suicide and the sanctity of hu¬ 
man life will be revisited more 
than two decades after the 1993 
ruling barring ALS patient Sue 
Rodriguez from ending her life. 

The Canadian Medical As¬ 
sociation, which lobbies on be¬ 
half of the country’s physicians, 
has said it is prepared to help 
lawmakers draft new rules if 
necessaiy and recently adopted 
a policy allowing that in some 
cases of great suffering it may 
be appropriate to give in to a 
patient’s request to die. 

The coalition of groups op¬ 
posed to the legalization of 
euthanasia and assisted suicide 
are also optimistic about a rul¬ 
ing in their favour. 
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$165M would bring 
water to 4 reserves 


Manitoba. Despite 
the known cost, only 
a small fraction has 
been budgeted for 
the improvements 


Internal federal documents 
estimate it will cost $165 mil¬ 
lion to replace government- 
issued slop pails with modern 
indoor plumbing on four of 
Canada’s poorest reserves, 
but only a fraction of that has 
been budgeted. 

Regional reports from Ab¬ 
original Affairs and Northern 
Development Canada say $22 
million was budgeted in 2011 
to install rudimentaiy indoor 
plumbing in hundreds of 
homes in a cluster of north¬ 
ern Manitoba reserves known 
as Island Lake. 

The reports date back to 
the fall of 2013 and were re¬ 
ceived under access-to-infor- 
mation legislation. 

They say upgraded homes 
were outfitted with basic 
plumbing hooked up to in¬ 
dividual water and sewage 
tanks. 

Although the reports re¬ 
peatedly say much more 
money is needed for a com¬ 


munity sewage system, no 
new money has been budget¬ 
ed in more than three years. 

“The project costs exceed 
available funding,” states a 
report dated March 2014. 

A spokeswoman for Ab¬ 
original Affairs Minister Ber¬ 
nard Valcourt said the min¬ 
ister was not available for 
comment and did not provide 
anyone to answer questions. 

Emily Hillstrom sent an 
emailed statement saying 
the government has made 
progress over the past four 
years — with updated plumb¬ 
ing and new water trucks to 
improve the situation on the 
reserves. 

Chiefs blamed a lack of 
running water and over¬ 
crowding for the rapid spread 
of illness, and studies later 
backed them up. 

“Preparations for remote 
First Nations communities 
prior to future outbreaks 
should include ... attention 
to fundamental health de¬ 
terminants, including hous¬ 
ing conditions such as over¬ 
crowding, access to potable 
water and sanitation,” said a 
study published in the Can¬ 
adian Journal of Public Health 
in April 2012. 

As part of its response to 
the outbreak, the feds sent 


body bags to the reserves, 
raising the ire of chiefs. They 
said that when they asked for 
help to bring running water 
to half the homes, Ottawa 
sent 1,000 slop pails to use as 
toilets. 

Jonathan Flett, executive 
director of the Island Lake 
Tribal Council, said the up¬ 
grades that have been done 
are a Band-Aid solution. With 
up to 18 people living in one 
home, sewage tanks fill up 
fast, he said. 

“Eighteen people have 
to go 18 times a day, maybe 
twice,” he said. 

The reserves don’t have 
enough water and sewage 
trucks to keep up with de¬ 
mand, and there is nowhere 
to store them out of the cold. 
All outdoor water tanks have 
heaters to keep them from 
freezing, which adds to al¬ 
ready soaring hydro bills, 
Flett said. 

The government reports 
say installing the kind of 
indoor plumbing found in 
other municipalities doesn’t 
come cheap. 

“Many houses in the Is¬ 
land Lake communities do 
not have indoor plumbing, 
and in some cases there is 
no space for a bathroom,” re¬ 
ports State.

Francis said. “How beautiful!”

Leaders back new 
Ukraine peace plan 


Talks. German 
chancellor and French 
president to meet Putin 
on Friday in Moscow 


Cariying a peace plan that 
reportedly incorporates pro¬ 
posals from Russia, the lead¬ 
ers of Germany and France 
met Thursday with Ukrainian 
President Petro Poroshenlco 
in a hastily arranged mission 
to bring an end to the acceler¬ 
ated fighting in the east of the 
country. 

The trip by German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel and 
French President Francois Hol- 
lande, who will follow by meet¬ 
ing Russian President Vladimir 
Putin on Friday in Moscow, 
came as concerns rose about 
whether the U.S. would grant 


lethal aid to Ukraine and as 
NATO formed a quick-reaction 
force of 5,000 soldiers in re¬ 
sponse to Russia’s increased 
militaiy muscle-flexing. 

The high-level diplomacy 
came as resurgent fighting 
killed eight more people in 
eastern Ukraine and fuelled 
fears the conflict is threaten¬ 
ing Europe’s overall security. 
More than 5,300 people have 
been killed since the fighting 
started in April. 

The top NATO command¬ 
er, U.S. Air Force Gen. Philip 
Breedlove, said Thursday that 
Russia continues to supply the 
separatists with heavy, state-of- 
the-art weapons, air defences 
and fighters. 

In comments to reporters 
after the talks with Poro- 
shenlco, U.S. Secretaiy of State 
John Kerry urged Russia to 
show its commitment to a 


peaceful, diplomatic solution 
by ceasing its militaiy support 
for the separatists and bring¬ 
ing them to the negotiation 
table. 

“Our choice is diplomacy,” 
Kerry said, making no men¬ 
tion of providing Ukraine with 
lethal militaiy aid. 

At a later news conference 
with Ukrainian Prime Minister 
Arseniy Yatsenyulc, Kerry said 
President Barack Obama “is re¬ 
viewing all his options; among 
those options obviously is the 
possibility of providing defen¬ 
sive systems to Ukraine.” 

“We are not interested in a 
proxy war. Our objective is to 
change Russia’s behaviour,” he 
said. 

Nonetheless, U.S. lethal aid 
to Ukraine would likely inten¬ 
sify the conflict and further 
polarize the West and Russia.

Liquidation sale 
misses its Target 


Retail. Promised 30 % 
discount items hard to 
find, leaving bargain- 
hunters frustrated 


Bargain hunters who ex¬ 
pected to unearth major deals 
at their local Target stores on 
Thursday, the first day of its 
liquidation sale, were sure 
to be disappointed once they 
got a look at the prices. 

Store signs that promised 
discounts of up to 30 per 
cent yielded to shelves with 
price cuts mostly in the 10- to 
20-per-cent range. 

“I’m not super-impressed, 
really,” said Paul Boychuk, 
who walked into a Toronto 
Target store expecting better 
savings. 

The elusive deeper dis¬ 
counts quickly became a con¬ 
versation piece for customers 
who roamed the store aisles, 
discussing the savings, or lack 
of them, on their cellphones. 

Liquidation sales began 
at Target’s 133 stores across 
the countiy after an Ontario 
court gave the go-ahead for 


the sale on Wednesday, less 
than a month after the U.S. 
retailer announced its inten¬ 
tion to leave Canada. 

Despite some complaints, 
the 30 per cent discount did 
exist — if shoppers were look¬ 
ing for cosmetics or women’s 
accessories. Most eveiything 
else in the store was reduced 
by less, with clearance sales 
on items such as diapers, 
dishes, and most electronics 
discounted by 10 per cent. 

Apple products, such as 
the iPad and iPod Touch, 
were just five per cent off. 

Customer traffic spiked 
at Target locations across the 
countiy compared with an 
average day at the store. 

Lineups began forming 
outside one location in To¬ 
ronto before sunrise as hope¬ 
ful shoppers looked to be 
first inside for the best buys. 
By the time employees threw 
open the doors, more than 
50 people had gathered and 
within an hour several hun¬ 
dred were walking the aisles. 

Olivia Dupuis was an oc¬ 
casional Target Canada shop¬ 
per during the company’s 
brighter days and said Tar-

As with most liquidations, 
the discounts are likely to 
grow as time goes by and the 
company looks to clear out 
product that hasn’t sold. Tar¬ 
get hopes to be out of Canada 
before the summer with the 
goal of closing all of its stores 
by mid-May.

Target Canada, including Boy¬ 
chuk, who said he finds the 
best deals on e-commerce re¬ 
tailer Amazon.

Hacking. Sony Pictures 
head gets reassigned 


Amy Pascal will step down as 
co-chairwoman of Sony Pic¬ 
tures Entertainment and head 
of the film studio, nearly three 
months after a massive hack 
hit the company and revealed 
embarrassing emails. 

Pascal, one of the most 
powerful women in Holly¬ 
wood and the force behind 
such critical and commercial 
hits as The Social Network and 
American Hustle, will launch 
a major new production ven¬ 
ture at the studio focused on 
movies, television and theatre, 
Sony Pictures said. Her career 
with Sony has spanned nearly 
20 years. 

During the hack, Pascal 
came under fire for allegedly 
racist remarks about U.S. 
President Barack Obama’s 
presumed choice in movies 
that surfaced in leaked emails. 
Pascal also faced criticism for 
green-lighting the film that 
may have inspired the hacking 
to begin with: The Interview. 

Pascal will transition to the 
new venture in May. Sony Pic¬ 
tures will finance Pascal under 
a four-year contract. 

“The studio’s legacy is due 
in large part to Amy’s passion 
for stoiytelling and love of this 
industry. I am delighted that 



Amy will be continuing her 
association with SPE through 
this new venture, which cap¬ 
italizes on her extraordinaiy 
talents,” said Sony Entertain¬ 
ment CEO Michael Lynton in a 
statement. 

Since Pascal has led the stu¬ 
dio, Sony Pictures has amassed 
over $46 billion US in global 
theatrical box-office revenue 
and 315 Academy Award nom¬ 
inations. Some of the films she 
shepherded include the last 
three James Bond films, The 
Da Vinci Code, Adaptation, Eat 
Pray Love, The Girl with the 
Dragon Tattoo, Moneyball and 
Zero Dark Thirty.

DVD and Blu-ray rental com¬ 
pany Redbox is shutting 
down its Canadian operations 
and pulling its rental kiosks 
out of Canada. 

The Chicago-based com¬ 
pany announced Thursday 
it made the decision after 
failing to generate sufficient 
business at its 1,400 rental 
kiosks across the countiy. 

In a telephone interview 
from Los Angeles, company 
president Mark Horalc said 
the last date for rentals will 
be Feb. 13, with the last re¬ 
turn date on March 5. 

Most of the kiosks and 
their contents are expected 
to be removed and returned 
to the United States by the 
end of March. 


Asked how many employ¬ 
ees and contractors would 
be affected by the shutdown, 
Horalc would say only “veiy 
few.” 

Redbox landed in Canada 
in mid-2012 and set up most 
of its machines at groceiy and 
convenience stores. 

Physical media has been 
declining in popularity for 
several years as more viewers 
turn to streaming video and 
video-on-demand options. 

Last summer, Canadian 
DVD rental company Zip.ca 
shut down its Ottawa-based 
DVD-by-mail operation and 
removed its rental kiosks 
from groceiy stores in parts 
of the countiy.

For the most part, Canada hasn’t dealt with 
Prohibition since the 1920s (though P.E.I. was 
dry until 1948, suckers). I’m not saying we’re 
dealing with Prohibition now, but if you take 
a look around this country, it might feel like 
you’re at least dealing with Prohibition’s 
stubborn grandchild. 

For a brief moment, it looked like the idea 
of selling beer in corner stores was back on 
the table here in my home province of On¬ 
tario, but that wish/dream/desperate longing 
was thwarted this week when Premier Kath¬ 
leen Wynne announced that while changes 
are coming, convenience-store beer would 
not be one of them. 

Ontario is not alone in its archaic, condes¬ 
cending liquor laws.

The history is deep. In most provinces, 


when Prohibition came to an end and average 
citizens were again able to legally purchase 
alcohol, they needed a permit, kind of like a 
driver’s licence, to do so. 

Every time you went to your Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board, you had to show this permit, and 
the clerk would make a record of what you 
purchased. Man, I’d be pretty embarrassed if 
someone had a record of every trip I’ve made 
to a liquor store. It would be a novel by now. 

I’d title it Chianti: A Love Story. 

So it’s great that things have changed a 
smidge since early post-Prohibition Canada. 
I’m also thrilled I’m able to vote as a woman. 
But it’s still no picnic. Meanwhile, you can 
buy booze in grocery and convenience stores 
in theU.K., New Zealand, Denmark, Finland, 
Germany, Bulgaria, Lithuania, Malta — the 
list is pretty much never-ending. In Japan you 
can buy beer from street vending machines! 
And in the States, you can get liquor at the 
pharmacy, which admittedly grosses me out. 
Picking up your gout medication at the same 
place you’ll be scoring a bottle of Jack? Settle 
down, now. But that said, these countries are 
not falling apart at the seams and they are 
not overrun by zombie-lilce drunks. 

What is the worry? That people will all of

Then there are places like Nunavut where 
there are no liquor stores—you have to order 
alcohol by mail — a precaution taken to help 
curb alcoholism and stave off drinlcing-relat- 
ed crimes.

Sean Bean has made a ca¬ 
reer in big-budget genre 
fare, from James Bond to 
The Lord of the Rings to 
Game of Thrones.

Documentary. Ross 
brothers spent months 
in a small town on the 
Rio Grande to shoot 
latest movie, Western 


Documentaiy directors and 
brothers Bill and Turner Ross 
have made a career out of 
examining microcosms in 
the modern American land¬ 
scape — from their first film, 
45365, about their middle- 
class hometown of Sidney, 
Ohio, to Tchoupitoulas, 
which follows three young 
brothers wandering around 
New Orleans at night. 

Their latest film, Western, 
takes them to a foreign terri¬ 
tory: the Mexican border. 

The film, which picked up 
a special jury award for verite 
filmmaking at this year’s 
Sundance Film Festival, trans¬ 
ports the audience to the 
once harmonious, now vio¬ 
lence-plagued border towns 
of Eagle Pass, Texas, and Pied- 
ras Negras, Mexico. 

“The Rio Grande is a natur¬ 
al boundaiy in visualizing the 
frontier,” explained Turner. 


“If you’re talking about some¬ 
thing as visual as a film and 
using landscapes, I think the 
most iconic way to do that 
is to see two cities on either 
side of the river.” 

This new frontier is shown 
through the eyes of real- 
life cattleman Martin (pro¬ 
nounced Marteen) Wall and 
Eagle Pass’s longtime mayor 
Chad Foster, both of whom 
have had their livelihoods 
challenged by the increasing¬ 
ly imminent threat of drug 
cartel violence. 

But it’s not a political mov¬ 
ie. Western is atmospheric, 
inventive and immersive. 

The Ross brothers say 
their father, a high-school 
histoiy teacher, taught them 
that history is not just “facts 
and texts.” 

“Those people are real and 
they fell in and out of love 
and they had dreams. He in¬ 
stilled in us an appreciation 
of the moment you’re in. 
We’ve always tried to capture 
the fleeting moment,” said 
Bill. 

Inspired by the likes of 
The Man Who Shot Liberty 
Valance, The Ox-Bow Incident 
and “a lot of the psychedelic 


Westerns of the ’70s,” the 
brothers set up residency in 
Eagle Pass for 13 months, en¬ 


trenching themselves in the 
lives of the townspeople. 
While shooting, Wall even 


took Turner shopping for 
more appropriate frontier 
clothes. 

“A couple of times, it just 
got too real and it wasn’t 
worth it. We like making 
movies, we like going on ad¬ 
ventures, but if someone gets 
lost, it ain’t worth it,” said 
Bill. 

“We had to make sure we 
were with the right people, 
shaking the right hands. As 
Bill said, we weren’t trying to 
get killed,” added Turner. 

Ultimately, though, the 
brothers are just interested 
in people, and “sitting on 
a porch with somebody ah 
day and tiying to get a better 


grasp of what they’re doing,” 
said Bill. 

“It’s our life as well, and, 
in the end, there’s a docu¬ 
ment to share,” said Turner. 

“(Westerns) represent 
the times that they’re from. 
That’s why we engage in that 
genre. That’s why we call 
the film that. How does this 
medium, that is at once so 
familiar in eveiyone’s per¬ 
sonal mythology, also reflect 
the times that it’s a part of?” 
said Turner. 

Up next? The Northeast. 

“That one’s more about 
the people than the place, 
though,” said Bill.

Lego Movie songwriter is 
sorry for the earworm 



Awards season. Jaunty 
tune called Everything 
is Awesome has gotten 
a bit too ubiquitous for 
musician’s relatives 


Canadian-reared songwriter 
Joshua Bartholomew and his 
wife Lisa Rae Harriton co¬ 
wrote the earworm Eveiything 
is Awesome from The Lego 
Movie — and he’s very sorry. 

“I’ve apologized to so many 
people,” Bartholomew said in a 
recent telephone interview. “I 
live in L.A. now but most of my 
family is back in Canada, and 
many of them are educators, 
teachers. 

“I got so many emails and 
texts saying: ‘What have you 
done?’ All their students were 
singing it.” 

Bartholomew and Harriton, 
who together go by Jo Li, were 
invited aboard the Lego pro¬ 
ject by the movie’s studio after 
Shawn Patterson crafted the 
song’s first draft. 

Now, the jaunty tune is in 
the running at Sunday’s 57th 
Grammy Awards (for best song 
written for visual media) and 
at the Oscars on Feb. 22 (for 
best original song), although 
Patterson is the only contribu¬ 
tor named on the Oscar nod. 

The pair reworked a 
“couple things” from Patter¬ 
son’s version, changed lyrics 
and, most drastically, altered 
the production in their own 
take, which they sang togeth¬ 
er. That recording of the song 
appears in the film, while a 
version by Calgary’s Tegan and 
Sara was released as a single. 

Bartholomew, 30, says pro¬ 
ducers requested a tune that 
served a dual purpose. 

“First they wanted it to be a 


song that was this oppressive, 
Orwellian, catchy sort of song 
that brainwashed everybody in 
the Lego community to follow 
their rules,” he explained.“But 
it had to turn around at the 
end of the movie and become 
their anthem of freedom.” 

Bartholomew has written 
songs for Emerson Drive (Let 
Your Love Speak) and Esthero 
(Over) while releasing music 
under his own name as well. 
He says he’s in the process of 
getting a band off the ground 
with Nick Perri, brother of 
Jar of Hearts singer Christina 
Perri. 

But this is certainly a game¬ 
changing hit for the cheerful 
Bartholomew, who is now 
settled down south. 

His dad was in the military, 
and Bartholomew grew up on 
the move, spending most of 
his Efe in Alliston, Ont. His 
musical parents surrounded 
him with instruments and he 
learned drums, piano, guitar 
and bass before his adoles¬ 
cence was through. 

“You have a lot of time 
in Canada in the winter,” he

chuckled. “It gets cold. You 
hole up inside and figure out 
how to get stuff done.” 

In Januaiy 2011, Bartholo¬ 
mew wandered down to LA., 
intending to meet with pub- 
Eshers for a few weeks.

He Eved in a trail¬ 
er and built the social circle 
that eventually helped him 
and his wife land the block¬ 
buster Lego gig.

‘That’s it. I’m done making 
my own records. I’m just go¬ 
ing to be a behind-the-scenes 


writer now.’” 

Russell says at the time, Sia 
was becoming famous and it 
began to make her “feel really 
uncomfortable” and “really 
unhappy, so she wanted to 
put the brakes on that.” 

But Titanium became a 
seminal moment for Sia, 
which was followed by an¬ 
other Top 10 hit, Flo Rida’s 


Wild Ones, which she also 
sang on and co-wrote. 

Sia also has written for 
Katy Perry, Britney Spears, 
Christina Aguilera and Kylie 
Minogue.

I love pizza. 

In my neighbourhood 
alone, I can order eveiy- 
thing from an artisan 
pie that tastes like I’m in 
Naples, to a mass-market 
version the size of a table.

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On-ice tracking 
closer to reality 



NHL. Chips in jerseys, 
pucks being tested 
to record every move 
in hockey starting as 
early as next season 


Imagine tracking Sidney 
Crosby’s every move on the 
ice — in real time. 

It may not be far off. 

The NHL is experi¬ 
menting with player-track¬ 
ing technology that could 
be available as early as next 
season for broadcasters and 
fans. 

During last month’s all- 
star game in Columbus, 
Ohio, chips were put in 
jerseys and pucks to track 
everything from speed and 
movement to shift length 
and ice time. The success of 
this first experiment could 
make it more widespread. 

“We’re not exactly sure 
where this will all take us,” 
NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman said last week in 
Vancouver. “Ultimately, we 
are hoping to deliver the 
kind of data that will create 
insights and tell stories that 
avid and casual hockey fans 
will enjoy. 

“We are attempting to 
embark upon a journey that 
hopefully will enable us to 
create and then maintain a 
digital record of everything 
in our game and compile a 
complete digital history.” 

Sportvision, the same 
company responsible for 
first-and-10 lines in football 
and “K zone” strike-zone 


mapping in baseball, has 
worked with the NHL for six 
years to get to this point. In 
co-operation with the NHL 
Players’ Association, each 
player had a chip in the col¬ 
lar of his jersey during all- 
star weekend. Chips were in 
each puck so infrared cam¬ 
eras in the ceiling of Na¬ 
tionwide Arena could track 
every movement. 

With this technology, 
teams, players and fans can 
see how fast a player is skat¬ 
ing, his top speed and aver¬ 
age. 


The league and NHLPA 
must come to an agree¬ 
ment before there’s even a 
consideration about having 
player tracking in place for 
real games. It’s much more 
data, and with that comes 
some hesitancy on behalf of 
some players. 

“We haven’t finished 
discussing all that with the 
players,” NHLPA executive 
director Don Fehr said. “Are 
there issues some players 
are concerned about? Sure. 
But it falls into the gener¬ 
alized category of creating 


meaningless statistics.” 

Sportvision CEO Hank 
Adams thinks there’s a use 
for the stats. TV networks 
can determine speed and 
movement in real time, 
with lots of information to 
mine. 

“I’d say all around it was 
a success for us,” Adams 
told The Canadian Press. 
“We were very pleased and 
at some point hopefully it 
translates into something 
more long-term. But that’s 
yet to be seen.”

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Regulator applauds UFC 
for continued drug tests 


Promotion said 
to have ‘aggressively 
gone after their own 
fighters' who use PEDs 


The cost of seeing MMA icon 
Anderson Silva swallowed up 
in a doping scandal is prob¬ 
ably incalculable to the UFC. 

But the executive director 
of the Nevada State Athletic 
Commission says it’s to the 
UFC’s credit that the organiz¬ 
ation paid the freight for the 
out-of-competition test that 
caught the former middle¬ 
weight champion. 

“I will tell you that the 
UFC has aggressively gone 
after their own fighters that 
are using performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs,” said Bob Ben¬ 
nett. 


‘B’ sample 


The Silva camp has asked 
for the ‘B’ sample from the 
out-of-competition test to 
be checked at another lab. 
But according to the World 
Anti-Doping Agency, the ‘B’ 
sample can only be checked 
by the same lab, essentially 
to preserve chain of custody. 


“The UFC has provided the 
financial means for us to do 
this out-of-competition test¬ 
ing.... Not only does the UFC 
pay for us to do it, then they 
lose some of their top fight¬ 
ers that we catch,” he added. 
“So I think it’s a real credit to 
the UFC that they’re tiying to 
level the playing field or level 
the Octagon.” 

Silva, who has denied 


cheating, tested positive for 
two steroids at a Jan. 9 test 
in California. Coincidentally, 
Nick Diaz, whom Silva beat 
in the main event of UFC 183 
last Saturday in Las Vegas, 
tested positive on fight night 
for a third time for marijuana. 

Both men have been tem¬ 
porarily suspended pending a 
hearing. 

While Diaz has a medical- 
marijuana card issued in Cali¬ 
fornia to treat anxiety, Ben¬ 
nett says that doesn’t mean 
a green light in Nevada. A 
fighter can ask for a thera¬ 
peutic-use exemption for 
health issues but that prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t work given 
other options to treat anxiety 
disorders. 

That may change down 
the line, with the drug de¬ 
criminalized in several states, 
he added, the Canadian press
